At the Olympic Trials he 
beat Graves two more times 
and won the Olympic Trials 
with only 21 bouts. At the 
first round of the world 
championships 2007 he 
dropped a 20-23 decision to 
Poland's Krzysztof 

Zimnoch. 

Early in 2008 he scored 
a career best win by edging 
out World Silver medalist 
and future Olympic champi- 
on Rakhim Chakhiyev in 
Russia. 

He qualified for the 
Olympics by beating Deivis 
Julio 6:5 Jorge Qui nones 
from Ecuador on double 
countback and Brazilian 
Rafael Lima 6:5 at the qual- 
ifier. In each bout he was 
trailing going into the final 
round. 

At the Olympics Wilder 
lost his semifinal to World 
Champion Clemente Russo 
but his Bronze medal was 
the only American boxing 
medal. 

During his visit. Wilder 
said he was very close to 
signing a deal with Golden 
Boy Promotions, run by 
Oscar De La Hoya. Wilder 
plans to have his first pro 
fight in December.

whether Shelton would or 
would not be used as a Red 
Cross shelter. 

Noon Sunday the offi- 
cial word was received to 
activate the college and the 
process began. 

Red Cross aides, the 
Shelton State nursing facul- 
ty, and a small group of vol- 
unteers started work on tasks 
that had to be completed 
before the evacuees began 



campus's direction. 

Shortly after the call, the 
buses began filing through 
the front gates. 

Shelton was prepared 
for up to 400 evacuees, but it 
was evident that the buses 
easily surpassed this count. 

After much negotiation, 
three buses agreed to press 
on to another shelter in 
Sumiton that had available 
space. 

Although this helped, 
numbers were still high. 

Understanding the situ- 
ation and position of the pas- 
sengers, President Mark 



Originally, cots were set 
up in the food court but were 
eventually moved to the 
gymnasium to ease crowd- 
ing. 

Shel ton's athletic direc- 
tor, Barry Mohun, spoke on 
the issue: "There were peo- 
ple in need and we were glad 
to help. We were just a little 
overwhelmed by the num- 
bers." 

Accommodations were 
made for the difference and 
more cots were brought in 
and set up. 

As well as planning for 
the increase in numbers, the

arriving later in the day on 
Aug. 31. 

Red Cross provided the 
college with a shelter man- 
ager to inform the staff how 
to operate the shelter cor- 
rectly. 

Together, the staff 
worked to set up and number 
cots, put up signs advising 
evacuees where to go, and 
prepare paperwork for regis- 
tering individuals upon 
arrival. 

By early afternoon, 
packed in their personal 
vehicles, evacuees fleeing 
the storm were arriving at 
the college. 

Tables were set up out- 
side the college and eight 
volunteers waited to process 
the evacuees as needed. 

Late Sunday night the 
consistent drive of the staff 
was taken to another level 
when they received a call 
that several bus loads of 
evacuees were headed in the 



to be created. 

Furthermore, filling pre- 
scriptions and attending to 
those with special needs or 
medical conditions could not 
be ignored. 

According to the head of 
the nursing department, Kim 
Smith, one evacuee had to be 
taken to dialysis treatments, 
and five individuals were 
transported to the hospital. 

Larry Byars who helped 
work security through the 
week said, "I think we did a 
good job with what supplies 
we had." 

Aside from the necessi- 
ties, options 
concerning 
leisure were 
questioned. 
After the first 
day, the evac- 
uees were 
bored and 
restless. 



Psychology 
instructor Dr. 
Kevin Burns 
said, "It was 
important that 
we met needs 
but also antic- 
ipated their 
wants" 

Burns has 
previous work 
experience in 
disaster relief 
and was well 
aware of 

meeting needs 
and making 
personal con- 
nections.

Heinrich opened the college 
without hesitation. Evacuees 
poured off the buses and 
continued to the registration 
tables to be processed. 

Registration consisted of 
completing a packet of sen- 
sitive paperwork and 
answering a series of general 
questions. Each evacuee was 
asked to show identification 
as well. 

Several individuals stat- 
ed medical conditions and 
others admitted to criminal 
backgrounds when asked by 
staff members. 

This factor caused 
uncertainty and worry for 
volunteers. They questioned 
their ability to deal with the 
potential gravity of the situa- 
tion if it were to get out of 
hand. 

According to the 
Tuscaloosa News, 51 1 appli- 
cants were processed by 
morning. 



staff also began to notice 
other issues that needed to 
be addressed. 

Food, donated by the 
Salvation Army, was served 
in the food court and after 
one of the first meals, a theft 
was claimed to have taken 
place in the empty gymnasi- 
um. 

Therefore, increased 
security was needed in spe- 
cific areas. Other supplies 
were needed as well. 

The Fire College 
brought in fans and ice 
chests. Diapers and baby 
formula had to be brought 
forward for the babies and 
small children in the group. 

In charge of the shelter, 
dean of administrative serv- 
ices Dr. Bruce Bizocco stat- 
ed that laundry was almost 
immediately recognized as 
an issue. A system of wash- 
ing, drying, and returning 
clothes for the evacuees had 



ual" said 

Bums. 

Two televisions were 
brought in, one to broadcast 
the weather channel in 
regards to the hurricane and 
one for entertainment pur- 
poses. 

Toys were brought in for 
the children of the group. 
Movie gallery donated sev- 
eral children's videos. 
Games, books, and maga- 
zines were also gathered. 

"I had a few extra pairs 
of reading glasses in my 
office I took to the gym for 
those who needed them," 
said Smith. 

Despite the tension, the 
first 24 hours the shelter was 
running, multiple friend- 
ships were made. 

By mid-week, some 
evacuees came forward on 
behalf of the group with a 
plan. 

In return for the hospi- 
tality shown by the Shelton 



staff, the evacuees wanted to 
prepare and serve Cajun 
gumbo to show their appre- 
ciation. 

The meal was set to take 
place on Saturday evening 
but was cancelled by early 
departure of the evacuees. 

Rumors have buzzed 
over the past week on behav- 
ior of the group Shelton 
housed during Hurricane 
Gustav. 

"There were many mis- 
understandings," said 
President Heinrich. 

Bizocco dismissed the 
rumors that the school was 
trashed. "There was no van- 
dalism," he said. 

Sources say other shel- 
ters reportedly received 
much worse damage. 

Besides a few scuffs on 
the floor, the only damage 
was a broken mirror in the 
men's varsity locker room. 

Two arrests were made 
during the evacuees* week- 
long stay at Shelton: one for 
possession of marijuana and 
the other for disorderly con- 
duct 

Bizocco and many oth- 
ers are in agreement that the 
bad element of the group 
was not strong enough to 
classify the entire group as 
obstructive. 

"These were the people 
in the Superdome during 
Katrina. They were scared 
and could have had trust 
issues," said Burns. 

At a college-wide 
administration meeting Sept. 
13, President Heinrich spoke 
on the issue, stating that he 
believed the reason there 
were no internal problems 
was because of how digni- 
fied the staff and volunteers 
treated each individual. 

The evacuees saw that 
the people at the shelter were 
there to help them, and 
agreed to show the same 
courtesy to the campus facil- 
ity. 

By the end of the week, 
it was obvious that even in 
the midst of devastating cir- 
cumstances, friendships 
were able to form and per- 
sonal acquaintances were 
made. 

Within days after the 
evacuees' departure, a card 
was received at Shelton State 
that read, "Your kindness, 
your care, for just being 
there," and was signed by 
several evacuees. 

Dr. Bizocco said, "We 
always talk about the 
Shelton State family, and the 
family was there, definitely, 
in this time of need."
